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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


The figures relating to Births and Deaths are tabulated from Returns 
furnished by the Local Registrars, and those relating to Marriages 
from Returns received from the Clergy, Authorised Persons, Registrars 
of Marriages, &c. In all Tables except IV, live births and deaths are 
classified according to area of residence, the registered numbers having 
been provisionally adjusted, by means of outward and inward transfers, 
upon such information as is available. Any further and final adjust- 
ments will be incorporated in the figures to be published in the Annual 
Review. 


The figures relating to Notifications of Infectious Diseases are sum- 
marised from those published in the Weekly Returns, adjusted in respect 
of any returns or corrections received too late for insertion in that series. 


Table I shows, for England and Wales, the Marriages, Births and 
Deaths registered in the past quarter and in each of the years and 
quarters of the past ten years. 


Table II shows the Annual Rates corresponding to the above. 


Table III shows the Birth and Death Rates and Analysis of Mortality 
during the last 5 quarters, in (a) England and Wales, (6) 125 County 
Boroughs and Great Towns and (c) Smaller Towns with estimated 
resident populations 25,000-50,000 at census I93I. 


Table IV shows the Births and Deaths (distinguishing deaths of 
Infants under one year) and Table IVa the Marriages of the quarter 
by Counties. 


Table V shows, for each of the 125 County Boroughs and Great 
Towns and the Metropolitan Boroughs, the Births and Deaths of the 
Quarter (distinguishing certain causes and deaths of Infants under 
one year) and the corresponding annual rates. 


Table VI shows, for each of the 148 Smaller Towns, the Births and 
Deaths of the quarter (distinguishing certain causes and deaths of Infants 
under one year). 


Table VII shows the Births and Deaths (distinguishing certain causes) 
and Birth and Death rates in London and in certain cities in the 
British Empire and in foreign countries, in the last available quarter. 


Table VIII is a summary of returns of Notified cases of Infectious 
Diseases. These figures are included in the present publication by 
arrangement with the Ministry of Health, in pursuance of Section 5 
of the Census Act, 1920. 


Note:—The returns for the quarters ending 30th June and 31st 
December contain lists of the changes of boundaries of administrative 
areas during the six months ending on these dates while summaries 
of certain figures for the year are published in the December and 
March quarter issues (see Tables [X-XII).

NOTES ON THE FIRST QUARTER OF 1938 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 


Births. 


155,269 live Births were registered in the First Quarter of 1938; 
this is 9,864 more than the number recorded in the corresponding Quarter 
-of 1937 and corresponds to an annual rate of 15:3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated mid-year population for the year 1937. It is of interest to 
observe that the number now reported is higher than that of any 
corresponding quarter in the six years 1932 to 1937; during the past 
five years, the first quarter’s births averaged 147,576, with a maximum 
of 149,396 in 1934. Of the total, 6,517 were illegitimate, or 560 more 
than the number shown in the Return for the First Quarter of 1937. 


Of the 155,269 live births 79,604 were males and 75,665 females, 
giving a proportion of 1,052 males to 1,000 females; the average pro- 
portion in the ro preceding First Quarters was 1,053. 


6,162 stillbirths were registered during the quarter—z106 less than the 
number recorded in the First Quarter of 1937—corresponding to an 
annual rate of 0°61 per 1,000 of the population or 3°8 per cent. of the 
total births registered. 


Deaths. 


The Deaths (excluding stillbirths) registered numbered 137,926 and 
were 10,895 more than in the preceding Quarter, but 25,788 less than in 
the corresponding Quarter of 1937. They comprised 71,052 males and 
66,874 females, a proportion of 1,062 males to 1,000 females. The total 
deaths correspond to an annual rate of 13:6 per 1,000 of the population 
or 2°6 below that recorded during the First Quarter of 1937. 


The Mortality of Infants under one year of age was equal to 68 per 
1,000 registered live births. This rate was 16 per 1,000 below the 
average of the Io preceding First Quarters. 


Urban Mortality. 


The highest death-rates from certain epidemic diseases in the 125 
Great Towns (Table V) during the quarter were as follows:— 


From measles 0:61 in Birkenhead, 0°58 in Wigan, 0°54 in Bootle, 
0°49 in Liverpool and 0-45 in Dewsbury; from whooping cough 0°55 in 
Birkenhead, 0°30 in Liverpool, 0°25 in Ashton-under-Lyne, 0°24 in 
Wigan and o-21 in Wallasey; from diphtheria 0°58 in Newcastle-under- 
Lyme, 0°43 in South Shields, 0°39 in Stanley (Durham), and 0°30 in 
Liverpool and in Tynemouth; from influenza 0°84 in Stockton-on-Tees, 
0:76 in Merthyr Tydfil, 0°53 in Bath and 0°51 in Doncaster and in 
Hastings. 

The highest death-rates per 1,000 live Births from diarrhea and 
enteritis among children under two years of age were 33°7 in Brighton, 
31-6 in Dewsbury, 28-4 in Chester, 22:1 in Enfield, 21°5 in Smethwick 
and 20-2 in Leeds. 
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Small-pox. 
During the Quarter Small-pox was mentioned as a cause of death in 
one entry which has been assigned to Gravesend M.B. (Kent Ad. Co.), 


the deceased having been admitted to the Port of London Hospital on 
his arrival from abroad. There were four cases notified as follows:—

Natural Increase ov Decrease. 


The natural increase of population by excess of births over deaths 
was 17,343 as against a natural increase of 13,706 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1935, and natural decreases of 5,556 and 18,309 in the 
corresponding quarters of 1936 and 1937. 


Marriages. 


The number of persons married in the First Quarter of 1938 in 
England and Wales was 103,812 a decrease of 37,098 on the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1937. This large decrease was due to 
Easter Sunday falling within the March quarter in 1937. (See footnote 
to Table II, page 1.) The number corresponds to an annual rate of 10°3 
per 1,000 of the estimated mid-year population for the year 1937. 


UNITED KINGDOM AND EIRE.— 
First Quarter, 1938 


In the United Kingdom and Eire 197,848 births and 171,970 deaths 
were registered in the three months ended 31st March, 1938. The 
increase of population owing to the excess of births over deaths was 
therefore, 25,878. The number of persons married was 130,426.

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METEOROLOGICAL REMARKS 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 
FIRST QUARTER, 1938. 


January. 


The weather of January was unsettled, mild and wet; strong winds 
or gales occurred frequently from the gth-31st. 


Mean temperature considerably exceeded the average, the excess 
varying from 1-5° F. in the Channel Islands to 3:0° F. in the Midlands 
and England, S.E. At numerous stations temperature in the screen 
did not fall to 32° F. throughout the month; at Ross-on-Wye it is 
the only January on record in which the absolute minimum failed to 
reach 32° F. It was somewhat cold at times during the first 11 days 
but mainly very mild from the 12th onwards. The extremes for the 
month were 59° F. at Cardiff on the 23rd and 22° F. at Bellingham 
on the 11th. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales was 147 per cent. of the 
average for the period 1881-1915. The excess was general, a deficiency 
being confined to a small area near the border of Northumberland and 
Durham. More than 200 per cent. occurred at a few isolated stations 
such as Holne, South Devon, Church Stretton, Shropshire and St. Peter 
Port, Guernsey. Among the heavier falls in 24 hours were 3°35 in. 
at New Dungeon Ghyll (Westmorland) and 3-08 in. at Watendlath Farm 
(Cumberland) on the 14th and 2-09 in. at Borrowdale (Cumberland) 
and 2:08 in. at New Dungeon Ghyll on the 2oth. 


Sunshine was below the average for the most part except in England, 
N.E. 


Severe gales were experienced at times; a gust of 101 m.p.h. was 
recorded at St. Ann’s Head on the 15th and at Bidston Observatory 
on the 2oth. 


A magnificent display of aurora was observed throughout the British 
Isles on the evening of the 25th, continuing until the early hours of the 
26th. 


February. 


February was dry, with variable sunshine. On the 12th widespread 
northerly gales occurred and as these coincided with the spring tides, 
much damage and serious flooding were experienced in eastern coastal 
districts of England. 


Mean temperature exceeded the average on the whole, the deviation 
for the districts varying from 0-0° F. in the Channel Islands to + 2°1° F. 
in England, N.E. The first ten days were mild and mild conditions 
were renewed on the 25th and persisted until the end of the month, but 
it was cold at times between the 13th and 24th, particularly in the 
south. 


The rainfall of England and Wales expressed as a percentage of 
the average for the period 1881-1915 was 52. The deficiency was almost 
general, an excess being confined to a small area in Yorkshire. Wide- 
spread snow occurred in England between the 13th and 17th and the

fall was considerable locally in southern districts. For example, at 
Canterbury, snow lay continuously from the evening of the 13th until 
the morning of the 18th; the maximum depth of undrifted snow there 


was 4 inches on the 15th-16th. Near Wingham, Kent, drifts up to 
about 6 ft. were reported on the 15th-16th. 


Sunshine was variable; the percentage of the average for the districts 
showed an excess in England, E., England, S.E. and England, N.W. 


and a deficiency in other districts. 


March. 


The weather of March was distinguished by unprecedented mildness; 
the deviation of the mean temperature from the average for the 
districts ranged from + 3°8° F. in the Channel Islands to + 7:9° F. 
in England, N.E. At numerous stations scattered throughout the 
country the mean temperature was the highest on record for March; 
at Oxford the value 49-9° F. is the highest for March in a record 
going back to 1815, the previous highest being 47°3° F. in 1822. The 
number of days with a maximum of 60° F. or above was most 
unusual for March; for example, 17 days at Croydon, 16 days at Oxford 
and 14 days at Kew Observatory and Gorleston. The lowest minima 
were registered for the most part from the 2nd-8th, 13th-14th, 22nd-23rd 
and on the 26th. The extreme temperatures for the month were 
70° F. at Cambridge (University Farm) on the 21st and 22° F. at 
South Farnborough and Rhayader on the 8th. 


The deficiency of rainfall was noteworthy, the percentage of the 
average for the country generally being 27. More than the average 
was confined to a small area in Cumberland, while at numerous stations 
less than 10 per cent. of the average occurred. It was the driest March 
on record at some individual stations; for example, at Ross-on-Wye, 
Bath, Falmouth and Tynemouth since records were first taken in 1859, 
1866, 1871 and 1915 respectively. An absolute drought occurred at 
many places in south and east England and the Midlands during the 
first half of the month and at a number of places it lasted over the 
23rd; at Ross-on-Wye an absolute drought of 33 days ended on 
April 2nd. 

Except in the extreme north of England and locally in Wales, 
sunshine was excessive on the whole. The excess was notable in 
England, S.E., England, E., and the Midlands, where the percentages 
of the average were I51, 143 and 137 respectively. Some good daily 
records were obtained; 11°8 hours at Ross-on-Wye on the 31st is the 
highest sunshine on record there for a March day.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


The figures relating to Births and Deaths are tabulated from Returns 
furnished by the Local Registrars, and those relating to Marriages 
from Returns received from the Clergy, Authorised Persons, Registrars 
of Marriages, &c. In all Tables except IV, live births and deaths are 
classified according to area of residence, the registered numbers having 
been provisionally adjusted, by means of outward and inward transfers, 
upon such information as is available. Any further and final adjust- 
ments will be incorporated in the figures to be published in the Annual 
Review. 


The figures relating to Notifications of Infectious Diseases are sum- 
marised from those published in the Weekly Returns, adjusted in respect 
of any returns or corrections received too late for insertion in that series. 


Table I shows, for England and Wales, the Marriages, Births and 
Deaths registered in the past quarter and in each of the years and 
quarters of the past ten years.

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NOTES ON THE SECOND QUARTER OF 1938 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 


Births. 


164,257 live Births were registered in the Second Quarter of 1938; 
this is 480 more than the number recorded in the corresponding Quarter 
of 1937 and corresponds to an annual rate of 16-1 per 1,000 of the 
estimated mid-year population for the year 1937. It is of interest to 
observe that the number now reported maintains the level reached in 
the corresponding quarter of last year and is more than 6,000 above the 
average figure (157,901) for the second quarter during the preceding 
five years. Of the total, 7,256 were illegitimate, or 388 more than the 
number shown in the Return for the Second Quarter of 1937. 


Of the 164,257 live births 84,166 were males and 80,091 females, 
giving a proportion of 1,051 males to 1,000 females; the average pro- 
portion in the 10 preceding Second Quarters was 1,048. 


6,632 stillbirths were registered during the quarter—13 more than the 
number recorded in the Second Quarter of 1937—corresponding to an 
annual rate of 0-65 per 1,000 of the population or 3-9 per cent. of the 
total births registered. 


Deaths. 


The Deaths (excluding stillbirths) registered numbered 119,177 and 
were 18,749 less than in the preceding Quarter, but 652 more than in 
the corresponding Quarter of 1937. They comprised 61,771 males and 
57,406 females, a proportion of 1,076 males to 1,000 females. The total 
deaths correspond to an annual rate of 11-7 per 1,000 of the population 
or 0:1 above that recorded during the Second Quarter of 1937. 


The Mortality of Infants under one year of age was equal to 48 per 
1,000 registered live births. This rate was g per 1,000 below the 
average of the 10 preceding Second Quarters. 


Urban Mortality. 


The highest death-rates from certain epidemic diseases in the 126 
Great. Towns (Table V) during the quarter were as follows : — 


From measles 0-57 in Barnsley, 0-53 in West Hartlepool, 0°41 in 
Bury, 0°28 in Gateshead, 0-26 in Kingston-upon-Hull and 0-24 in 
Gillingham; from whooping cough 0-29 in Keighley, 0-23 in Great 
Yarmouth, 0°16 in Birmingham and 0-14 in Gateshead and in Salford; 
from diphtheria 0-63 in South Shields, 0-52 in Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
0°38 in Great Yarmouth, 0-37 in Keighley and 0-35 in Wigan; from 
influenza 0-75 in West Bromwich, 0-60 in Dudley, 0°57 in Hastings, 
0°39 in Lincoln and 0-38 in Walsall. 


The highest death-rates per 1,000 live Births from diarrhcea and 
enteritis among children under two years of age were 18-7 in Brighton, 
16-7 in Sunderland, 13-7 in Birkenhead, 13-6 in Enfield, 13°3 in 
Newport (Mon.) and 13-0 in Northampton. 
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Small-pox. 


During the Quarter Small-pox was mentioned as a cause of death in 
one entry which has been provisionally classified to small-pox and 
assigned to Gravesend M.B. (Kent Ad. Co.). There were three cases 
notified as occurring in Gravesend M.B. (Kent Ad. Co.). 


Natural Increase or Decrease. 


The natural increase of population by excess of births over deaths 
was 45,080 as against natural increases of 33,957, 38,112 and 45,252 
in the corresponding quarters of 1935, 1936 and 1937. 


Marriages. 


The number of persons married in the Second Quarter of 1938 in 
England and Wales was 203,570 an increase of 43,980 on the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1937. This large increase was due to 
Easter Sunday falling within the March quarter in 1937. (See footnote 
to Table II, page 1.) The number corresponds to an annual rate of 19°9 
per 1,000 of the estimated mid-year population for the year 1937. 


UNITED KINGDOM AND EIRE.— 
Second Quarter, 1938 


In the United Kingdom and Eire 209,800 births and 148,876 deaths 
were registered in the three months ended 30th June, 1938. The 
increase of population owing to the excess of births over deaths was 
therefore, 60,924. The number of fersons married was 233,724.

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METEOROLOGICAL REMARKS 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 
SECOND QUARTER, 1938. 

Apnil. 


The weather of April was distinguished by an exceptional deficiency 
of rainfall; over the country generally it was the driest April on record. 
Mean pressure markedly exceeded the average; for example, at Southport 
the mean pressure was the highest for April since records were first 
taken in 1871. Sunshine was excessive in most parts, notably so in the 
west. 


Mean temperature was rather variable; on the whole it exceeded the 
average in the north-east and slightly exceeded the average in the west 
but was below average in the east and south-east. At individual stations 
a deficiency of 2° F. or more occurred; for example, 2-8° F. at South 
Farnborough, 2:7° F. at Usk and 2-2° F. at Woburn and East Malling. 
This deficiency was due to low minima, the mean minimum temperature 
being 30°2° F. at Usk, 31°0° F. at Thetford, 31-3° F. at Marlborough 
and 32:4° F. at Woburn. Ground frosts occurred frequently; they were 
recorded on 24.days at Rugby, Halton, Wisley and South Farnborough. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales expressed as a percentage 
of the average for the period 1881-1915 was 13. In an area covering 
parts of Hampshire and Dorset, at a number of stations in south Wales 
and south-west England and at a few isolated stations elsewhere there 
was no measurable rainfall. More than 50 per cent. of the average 
rainfall was confined to a few stations in the east and south-east. 
Thunderstorms were reported locally in the south-east on the 25th. 


The excessive sunshine experienced in western districts was an interest- 
ing feature of the weather of the month; a daily mean of eight hours or 
slightly more was registered at a few stations in the extreme west and 
south-west. On the other hand less than the average occurred at some 
places, chiefly in the eastern half of the country. The percentages of the 
average for the districts ranged from 134 in England, S.W. and 130 in 
England, N.W. to 97 in England, N.E. | 


May. 
The weather of May was cool, wet and dull on the whole. 


Mean temperature was below the average for the most part especially 
in the south and east. The deviation from the average for the districts 
ranged from — o-1° F. in England, N.E. to —2:4° F. in England, S.E. 
At individual stations in the south-east the deficiency was considerable; 
it amounted to 3°3° F. at Greenwich, 3-2° F. at Tunbridge Wells and 
3°0° F. at Southampton. Moderately warm spells occurred from the 
5th-6th, r1th-15th and 21st-23rd; the highest temperatures were regis- 
tered in the east and south-east on the 14th. The lowest minimum 
temperatures were recorded as a rule on one or other of the first ten 
days (chiefly on the 8th) though the 2oth was also a cold morning in 
some parts. The extremes for the month were 79° F. at Norwich and 
Canterbury on the 14th and 18° F. at Thetford on the 8th.

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The general rainfall of England and Wales was 124 per cent. of the 
average for the period 1881-1915. Less than the average occurred over 
large areas in the Midlands and the central portion of the south of 
England as well as at a few isolated stations elsewhere. In other parts 
there was a considerable excess and more than twice the average occurred 
at Cranwell, Lincs and Lympne, Kent. Local thunderstorms occurred 
fairly frequently. Among the heavier daily falls of rain were 1-78 in. 
at Cranwell on the 17th, of which 0-95 in. fell in 48 minutes and 1°74 in. 
at Buxton and 1°72 in. at Bolton on the 2gth. 


Sunshine was deficient on the whole; the percentages of the average 
for the districts ranged from 79 in England, E. and England, S.W. to 
tor in England, N.W. The first week was unusually sunny in northern 
districts; the mean daily duration for the week to the nearest tenth of 
an hour was 11-5 at Newton Rigg, 110 at Southport, 10-9 at Stonyhurst 
and ro°8 at Durham. 


June. 


The weather of June was remarkable for the severe gales of the 
tst-2nd and 27th-2gth. Over a considerable part of southern England the 
gale on the night of the Ist-2nd attained a violence which was unpre- 
cedented for the time of year since systematic wind measurements began; 
among the highest speeds registered in gusts were 80 m.p.h. at the Lizard 
on the 1st and 88 m.p.h. at Calshot and 72 m.p.h. at Shoeburyness on the 
and. 


Mean temperature exceeded the average in eastern districts and the 
Midlands and was variable in the west; the deviation from the average 
for the districts ranged from 0:0° F. in England, N.W. to + 1-9° F. in 
England, E. Cool spells occurred at the beginning and end of the 
month and it was cool also around the 11th; in northern districts some 
low minima were registered on the 23rd. Temperatures approaching 
80° F. were recorded locally on the 14th, 17th, 18th, 21st, 22nd, 24th 
and 25th. The extremes for the month registered in standard screens 
were 81° F. at Greenwich on the 21st and 33° F. at Thetford on the 
rth. 


The general rainfall expressed as a percentage of the average for the 
period 1881-1915 was 96. More than the average was practically con- 
fined to that part of the country north-west of a line drawn roughly from 
Glamorgan to east Yorkshire; in the English Lake district the excess 
was notable, more than three times the average being recorded at 
Thirlmere, Cumberland. In eastern, central and southern districts of 
England there was a deficiency and less than 30 per cent. of the average 
was received over a fairly large part of east and south-east England. 
Among heavy falls in 24 hours were 3-24 in. at Haverfordwest, 3-20 in. 
at Trecastle, Brecon, and 3°06 ins. at Bethesda, Carnarvon, on the 
Ist, 3-14 in. at Blaenau Festiniog, Merioneth, on the 26th, and 3-Io in. 
at Borrowdale, Cumberland, on the 28th. 


Sunshine was variable; it was below the average in Wales and north- 
west England but an excess was registered at numerous stations in the 
eastern and southern districts.

EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


The figures relating to Births and Deaths are tabulated from Returns 
furnished by the Local Registrars, and those relating to Marriages 
from Returns received from the Clergy, Authorised Persons, Registrars 
of Marriages, &c. In all Tables except IV, live births and deaths are 
classified according to area of residence, the registered numbers having 
been provisionally adjusted, by means of such information as is avail- 
able. Any further and final adjustments will be incorporated in the 
figures to be published in the Annual Review. 


The figures relating to Notifications of Infectious Diseases are sum- 
marised from those published in the Weekly Returns, adjusted in respect 
of any returns or corrections received too late for insertion in that series. 


Table I shows, for England and Wales, the Marriages, Births and 
Deaths registered in the past quarter and in each of the years and 
quarters of the past ten years. 


Table II shows the Annual Rates corresponding to the above. 


Table III shows the Birth and Death Rates and Analysis of Mortality 
during the last 5 quarters, in (a) England and Wales, (b) 126 County 
Boroughs and Great Towns and (c) Smaller Towns with estimated 
resident populations 25,000-50,000 at census 1931. 


Table IV shows the Births and Deaths (distinguishing deaths of 
Infants under one year) and Table IVa the Marriages of the quarter 
by Counties.

Table VII shows the Births and Deaths (distinguishing certain causes) 
and Birth and Death rates in London and in certain cities in the 
British Empire and in foreign countries, in the last available quarter. 


Table VIII is a summary of returns of Notified cases of Infectious 
Diseases. These figures are included in the present publication by 
arrangement with the Ministry of Health, in pursuance of Section 5 
of the Census Act, 1920. 


Note:—The returns for the quarters ending 30th June and 31st 
December contain lists of the changes of boundaries of administrative 
areas during the six months ending on these dates while summaries 
of certain figures for the year are published in the December and 
March quarter issues. 
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NOTES ON THE THIRD QUARTER OF 1938 
ENGLAND AND WALES. 


Births. 


158,228 live Births were registered in the Third Quarter of 1938; 
this is 362 less than the number recorded in the corresponding Quarter 
of 1937 and corresponds to an annual rate of 15-3 per 1,000 of the 
estimated mid-year population for the year 1937. It is of interest to 
observe that although the number registered is slightly less than that of 
the corresponding quarter of last year it is more than 5,000 above the 
average figure (152,893) for the third quarters of the preceding five 
years. Of the total, 6,471 were illegitimate, or 132 more than the 
number shown in the Return for the Third Quarter of 1937. 


Of the 158,228 live births 81,485 were males and 76,743 females, 
giving a proportion of 1,062 males to 1,000 females; the average pro- 
portion in the 10 preceding Third Quarters was 1,047. 


6,033 stillbirths were registered during the quarter—33 more than the 
number recorded in the Third Quarter of 1937—-corresponding to an 
annual rate of 0-58 per 1,000 of the population or 3-7 per cent. of the 
total births registered. 


Deaths. 


The Deaths (excluding stillbirths) registered numbered 102,602 and 
were 16,575 less than in the preceding Quarter, but 2,301 more than in 
the corresponding Quarter of 1937. They comprised 52,945 males and 
49,657 females, a proportion to 1,066 males to 1,000 females. The total 
deaths correspond to an annual rate of 9-9 per 1,000 of the population 
or 0:2 above that recorded during the Third Quarter of 1937. 


The Mortality of Infants under one year of age was equal to 41 per 
1,000 registered live births. This rate was 6 per 1,000 below the 
average of the 10 preceding Third Quarters. 


Urban Mortality. 


The highest death-rates from certain epidemic diseases in the 126 
Great Towns (Table V) during the quarter were as follows:— 


From measles 0-07 in Blackburn, Kingston-upon-Hull, Stoke-on- 
Trent and in Swindon and 0-06 in Barrow-in-Furness and in Stockton- 
on-Tees; from whooping cough 0-18 in Tynemouth, 0-12 in Bath, 
0-09 in Kingston-upon-Hull and 0-08 in Stanley (Durham) and 
Wallasey; from diphtheria 0-79 in South Shields, 0-36 in Chester, 
0-30 in St. Helens, 0-26 in Barking, 0-23 in Stanley (Durham) and 
0-22 in Barnsley; from influenza 0-13 in Blackpool, Dudley, Lincoln 
and in Stretford and 0-12 in Stockton-on-Tees. 


The highest death-rates per 1,000 live Births from diarrhea and 
enteritis among children under two years of age were 34-5 in Mitcham, 
24-5 in Portsmouth, 23-9 in Heston and Isleworth, 21-7 in Brentford 
and Chiswick and 20-1 in Oxford. 
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Small-pox. 


There were no deaths from small-pox registered during the quarter, 
but there were eight cases notified as follows :—

Natural Increase or Decrease. 


The natural increase of population by excess of births over deaths 
was 55,626 as against natural increases of 55,432, 55,661 and 58,289 
in the corresponding quarters of 1935, 1936 and 1037. 


Marriages. 


The number of persons married in the Third Quarter of 1938 in 
England and Wales was 232,432 a decrease of 10,410 on the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1937. The number corresponds to an 
annual rate of 22-5 per 1,000 of the estimated mid-year population for 
the year 1937. 


UNITED KINGDOM AND EIRE.— 
Third Quarter, 1938 


In the United Kingdom and Eire 200,875 births and 128,823 deaths 
were registered in the three months ended 30th September, 1938. 
The increase of population owing to the excess of births over deaths 
was therefore, 72,052. The number of persons married was 270,194.

METEOROLOGICAL REMARKS 


ENGLAND AND WALES. 


THIRD QUARTER, 1938. 


July. 


The weather of July was cool and dull. The general rainfall of 
England and Wales was 115 per cent. of the average for the period 
1881-1915; over large areas in the eastern half of the country, however, 
there was a deficiency and less than 50 per cent. of the average was 
received at a few places in the east and south-east. More than twice 
the average rainfall occurred locally in the Lake District. Local 
thunderstorms occurred frequently and were accompanied in some 
instances by heavy hail; for example, in north Lincolnshire on the tst 
and at Bishops Waltham (near Winchester) and Eastbourne on the 
7th. Unusually heavy rain fell in the Lake District on the 29th and 
30th; the total for the two days was 8-06 in. at Borrowdale and 7-45 in. 
at Watendlath Farm in an adjoining Valley. 


Mean temperature was below the average in all districts, the deficiency 
being greatest in the west. In particular, the first half of the month 
was cool; it was warm at times between the 18th and 25th and again 
on the 30th and 31st. The extreme temperatures for the month were 
85°F. at Tunbridge Wells on the 31st and 35°F. at Thetford on the 
Ist and at Castleton on the 5th. 


The deficiency of sunshine was a marked feature of the weather of 
the month. The percentages of the average for the districts ranged 
from 64 in England, S.W. to 86 in the Channel Islands. 


August. 


The weather of August was distinguished by a remarkable series of 
thunderstorms during the first 12 days. Local thunderstorms were also 
reported from the 19th-22nd. The rainfall over the country generally 
was I00 per cent. of the average for the period 1881-1915 but the 
distribution was variable owing to intense local falls of rain during 
some of the frequent thunderstorms. The storms on the 4th were 
exceptionally severe in the south-west; at Torquay 6-39 in. of rain 
occurred, nearly all of which fell between 5h. and 14h.; at Hedge- 
barton, 15 miles north-west of Torquay, 5-86 in. fell from about 
4h.15m. to &h.; at Ilsington, 5-35 in. fell between 4h.30m. and gh.45m. 
Among other intense rains reported during thunderstorms were 2-20 in. 
in 75 minutes at East Kirkby Manor, Lincolnshire, on the 5th, 2-25 in. 
in 60 minutes at Lexden, Essex, on the 6th, 1-44 in. in 45 minutes at 
Bishops Cannings, Wiltshire and 1-80 in. in 105 minutes at Wallasey 
on the goth, 2-25 in. in 90 minutes at Wembley on the 11th and 2-26 in. 
in 2 hours 15 minutes at Edenbridge, Kent, and 1-18 in. in 20 minutes 
at Peterborough on the 12th. Some of the storms were accompanied 
by heavy hail; at Wold Newton, near Bridlington, hail lay deep on the 
ground on the 12th and lasted until the next day. 


Vil 


Mean temperature slightly exceeded the average on the whole. The 
first 12 days were warm, maxima of 80°F. or above being registered at 
some station or other on each of these days; subsequently the weather 
became cooler and the last few days were decidedly cool. The extremes 
for the month were 87°F. at Camden Square (London) and at 
Reading on the ist, 32°F. at Mayfield, Newton Rigg, Barton (Man- 
chester), Llandrindod Wells and Rhayader on the 31st. 


Sunshine was deficient on the whole except in England, N.W.; the 
percentages of the averages for the districts ranged from 80 in England, 
S.W., to 106 in England, N.W. 


September. 


The weather of September was dull, with mean temperature slightly 
above the average on the whole. The distribution of rainfall was 
variable. 


The deviation from the average mean temperature ranged from o°F. 
in the Channel Islands to +1-5°F. in England, E. The opening days 
were cool and in parts of England it continued somewhat cool until the 
roth. Polar air brought lower temperatures to northern districts on 
the 14th and throughout the country on the 15th. The 12th and 13th 
were warm and from the 17th onwards it was warm on the whole; 
temperature reached or somewhat exceeded 80°F. locally in east and 
south-east England on the 12th, 13th, 23rd and 24th. The extremes 
for the month were 83°F. at Camden Square (London) on the 23rd and 
29°F. at Houghall (County Durham) on the 15th. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales was 94 per cent. of the 
average for the period 1881-1915. Broadly speaking less than the 
average occurred in the western half of the country, in Hampshire and 
in small areas elsewhere, while less than half the average was received 
locally in South Wales, Hampshire and North Devon. On the other 
hand more than the average was measured over most of the eastern half 
of the country and more than twice the average occurred in small 
isolated areas in Cambridgeshire and Essex. Among the heavier falls 
in 24 hours were 1-89 in. at Borrowdale, Cumberland, on the 17th, 
2-67 in. at Cannington and 2-17,in. at Weston Park, Warwickshire, on 
the 18th and 2-32 in. at Chelmsford, 1-89 in. at Goudhurst, Kent, and 
1-86 in. at Warbleton, Sussex, on the 27th. 


The deficiency of bright sunshine was a distinguishing feature of the 
weather of the month; the percentages of the average for the districts 
yanged from 78 in the Midlands to 88 in England, S.E.

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EXPLANATORY STATEMENT 


The figures relating to Births and Deaths are tabulated from Returns 
furnished by the Local Registrars, and those relating to Marriages 
from Returns received from the Clergy, Authorised Persons, Registrars 
of Marriages, &c. In all Tables except IV, live births and deaths are 
classified according to area of residence, the registered numbers having 
been provisionally adjusted, by means of such information as is avail- 
able. Any further and final adjustments will be incorporated in the 
figures to be published in the Annual Review. 


The figures relating to Notifications of Infectious Diseases are sum- 
marised from those published in the Weekly Returns, adjusted in respect 
of any returns or corrections received too late for insertion in that series. 





Table I shows, for England and Wales, the Marriages, Births and 
Deaths registered in the past quarter and in each of the years and 
quarters of the past ten years. 


Table II shows the Annual Rates corresponding to the above. 


Table III shows the Birth and Death Rates and Analysis of Mortality 
during the last 5 quarters, in (a) England and Wales, (b) 126 County 
Boroughs and Great Towns and (c) Smaller Towns with estimated 
resident populations 25,000-50,000 at census 1931.

NOTES ON THE FOURTH QUARTER OF 1938 


ENGLAND AND WALES. 


Births. 


143,849 live Births were registered in the Fourth Quarter of 1938; 
this is 1,064 more than the number recorded in the corresponding Quarter 
of 1937 and corresponds to an annual rate of 13-8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated mid-year population for the year 1938. Of the total, 5,831 were 
illegitimate, or 318 more than the number shown in the Return for the 
Fourth Quarter of 1937. 


Of the 143,849 live births 73,469 were males and 70,380 females, 
giving a proportion of 1,044 males to 1,000 females; the average pro- 
portion in the Io preceding Fourth Quarters was 1,051. 


5,824 stillbirths were registered during the quarter—g5 less than the 
number recorded in the Fourth Quarter of 1937—corresponding to an 
annual rate of 0-56 per 1,000 of the population or 3-9 per cent. of the 
total births registered. 


Deaths. 


The Deaths (excluding stillbirths) registered numbered 119,222 and 
were 16,620 more than in the preceding Quarter, but 7,810 less than in 
the corresponding Quarter of 1937. They comprised 61,118 males and 
58,104 females, a proportion of 1,052 males to 1,000 females. The total 
deaths correspond to an annual rate of 11-5 per 1,000 of the population 
or 0-8 below that recorded during the Fourth Quarter of 1937. 


The Mortality of Infants under one year of age was equal to 52 per 
1,000 registered live births. This rate was 1m per 1,000 below the 
average of the Io preceding Fourth Quarters. 


Urban Mortality. 


The highest death-rates from certain epidemic diseases in the 126 
Great Towns (Table V) during the quarter were as follows:— 


From measles 0-19 in Merthyr Tydfil, 0-06 in Middlesbrough and in 
Stockton-on-Tees, and 0-05 in Barnsley and in Southport; from whooping 
cough 0-13 in Grimsby and in Merthyr Tydfil, 0-12 in Stockton-on-Tees, 
0-11 in Leicester and 0-10 in West Bromwich; from diphtheria 0-55 in 
Stanley (Durham), 0-48 in Bootle, 0-34 in West Bromwich and 0-32 in 
South Shields; from influenza 0-29 in West Bromwich, 0-27 in Carlisle, 
0-26 in Rochdale, 0-22 in Barnsley, 0-21 in Barking and 0-20 in 
Stretford. 


The highest death-rates per 1,000 live Births from diarrhea and 
enteritis among children under two years of age were 28-3 in 
Middlesbrough, 24-5 in Sunderland, 18-2 in Keighley, 16-9 in 
Birkenhead, 16-4 in Edmonton and 16-3 in Dagenham. 
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Small-pox. 


There were no deaths from small-pox registered during the quarter, 
but there were three cases notified as occurring in Ripon and Pateley 
Bridge R.D. (Yorkshire, West Riding). 


Natural Increase or Decrease. 


The natural increase of population by excess of births over deaths 
was 24,627 as against natural increases of 18,260, 21,311 and 15,753 
in the corresponding quarters of 1935, 1936 and 1937. 


Marriages. 


The number of persons married in the Fourth Quarter of 1938 in 
England and Wales was 180,664 an increase of 7,116 on the number in 
the corresponding quarter of 1937. The number corresponds to an 


annual rate of 17°4 per 1,000 of the estimated mid-year population for 
the year 1938. 


UNITED KINGDOM AND EIRE.— 


Fourth Quarter, 1938 


In the United Kingdom and Eire 184,180 births and 149,926 deaths 
were registered in the three months ended 31st December, 1938. 
The increase of population owing to the excess of births over deaths 
was therefore, 34,254. The number of persons married was 210,664.

ENGLAND AND WALES. 


According to the quarterly returns furnished by local registrars 
621,603 live births and 478,927 deaths (excluding stillbirths) were 
registered in England and Wales in the year 1938. The natural increase 
of population, by excess of births over deaths, was therefore 142,676, 
the average annual increase in the preceding five years having been 
107,329. The number of persons married during the year was 720,678.

The number of stillbirths per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths) 
was 38 and infant mortality was 53 per 1,000 live births. The birth 
rate showed an increase of 0:2 above that of 1937, and was 0-7 above 
that for 1933, the lowest recorded. The death rate was 0:8 below that 
of 1937 and with the exception of 1930, was the lowest recorded. The 
infant mortality rate was the lowest recorded, being 5 per 1,000 below 
that for 1937 and 4 below that for 1935 the previous lowest recorded. 


The marriage-rate of 17°5 was the same as that for 1937, which, with 
the exception of the high rates recorded in 1915, 1919, and 1920 (the 
direct result of war conditions) was the highest rate since 1873.

MET EOROLOGICAL REMARKS 


ENGLAND AND WALES. 


FOURTH QUARTER, 1938. 
October. 


The weather of October was unsettled and rather mild with frequent 
gales at exposed places in the west and north. The gale on the 4th 
was exceptionally severe; the wind speed in gusts reached 104 m.p.h. at 
St. Ann’s Head, 95 m.p.h. at Bidston, 92 m.p.h. at Manchester 
(Barton) and Holyhead and go m.p.h. at Southport. 


Mean temperature exceeded the average on the whole, the deviation 
for the districts ranging from —o-1°F. in England, E to +1-4°F. in 
England, SW. Among warm days may be mentioned the 13th and 
in east England, the gth. Sharp frosts occurred in the east and south- 
east on the 25th. In some localities the month was unusually free 
from low night temperatures; at Ross-on-Wye, for example, the absolute 
minimum, 37°F., on the 31st, is the highest for October since IQIO. 
The extremes for the month were 69°F. at Colwyn Bay and Cannington 
on the r3th and 22°F. at Thetford on the 25th. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales was 126 of the average 
for the period 1881-1915. Over a large area in north-west England 
and over part of north Wales more than twice the average 
occurred, while more than three times the average was regis- 
tered at Keswick; at Lancaster the total, 9°53 in., was the highest 
in October for over 75 years. On the other hand less than the average 
rainfall occurred in large areas in the Midlands, in Norfolk, Lincoln- 
shire, round the Humber and at numerous stations in the south. Large 
daily falls were numerous in the west and north, particularly during the 
first half of the month; among the heavier falls were, 3:20 in. at New 
Dungeon Ghyll, Westmorland and 2-99 in. at Borrowdale, Cumberland 
on the 2nd, 3°86 in. at Borrowdale and 3-60 in. at New Dungeon Ghyll 
on the 3rd, 3°49 in. at Borrowdale on the 6th, 2-91 in. at Borrowdale 
and 2-90 in. at Blaenau Festiniog, Merioneth on the 8th, and 3-8o in. 
at Blaenau Festiniog and 2°89 in. at Ystalyfera, Glamorganshire on 
the rath. 

Sunshine was variable but on the whole it exceeded the average in 
the eastern half of the country and in the Midlands and was somewhat 
deficient in the west. 


November. 


The weather of November was distinguished by exceptional mildness. 
It was also unsettled, windy and wet on the whole, with variable 
sunshine. The gale on the 23rd was widespread and unusually severe; 
gusts of 108 m.p.h., 9I m.p.h., 86 m.p.h. and 84 m.p.h. were registered 
_at St. Ann’s Head, Mildenhall, Cardington and Birmingham respectively. 


The most remarkable feature of the weather of the month was the 
exceptional mildness. At numerous stations it was the mildest 
November on record; for example, at Southport, Totland Bay (Isle of 
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Wight), Wakefield and Ross-on-Wye it was the mildest since records 
were begun in 1871, 1886, 1889 and 1874 respectively. At Oxford, in 
a record back to 1815, the mean temperature 49-3°F. is the highest in 
November since 1818. In many places the miximum temperature on 
the 5th was the highest ever recorded in November; 70°F. was regis- 
tered locally in east and south-east England. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales was 141 per cent. of the 
average for 1881-1915. Less than the average was received in the 
neighbourhood of the Wash, the Thames Estuary, in parts of east Kent, 
locally in Northumberland and at Llandudno; more than twice the 
average occurred in small areas in Cumberland, south Wales and south 
Devon. 


Sunshine was variable; there was an appreciable excess in the Mid- 
lands and north-east England, at some stations in east England and 
locally in north-west England and north Wales; on the other hand it 
was very deficient locally in the south. At Chester (Sealand) it was 
the sunniest November since records were started in 1923 while at 
Eastbourne only two Novembers, namely 1888 and 1936, have had less 
sunshine during the period 1888-1938. 


December. 


The most memorable feature of the weather of December was the 
severe frost and considerable snow experienced during the notably cold 
spell from the 17th to 26th. 


Mean temperature was below the average on the whole, the deficiency 
being appreciable in the east and south-east and the Channel Islands. 
The first half of the month was unusually mild but temperature dropped 
considerably on the 17th and the period 18th-25th was exceedingly cold. 
In some areas temperature remained continuously below the freezing 
point for several days; at Ross-on-Wye frost was continuous for III 
hours, at Manston for 147 hours and at Lympne (with the exception of 
five hours during the forenoon of the 24th) for 222 hours. The extremes 
for the month were 58°F. at Holton Heath on the 4th and at Mildenhall 


and London (Westminster) on the 11th, and 11°F. at Thetford on 
the 21st. 


The general rainfall of England and Wales expressed as a percentage 
of the average for the period 1881-1915 was 121; most of England 
received an excess but a deficiency occurred in a small area in the 
extreme north-west, at numerous places in Wales and _ south-west 
England and at a few places in the south-east and east. More than 
I50 per cent. of the average occurred over a large area extending 
roughly from Tynemouth to Royston (Hertfordshire) and at a few 
scattered places elsewhere. The snowfall of the period 17th-26th was 
considerable; undrifted snow lay to a depth of 1 foot at places as far 
apart as Bellingham, Oundle and Woburn on the morning of the 22nd. 


Sunshine was somewhat variable but there was a substantial excess 
on the whole. The percentages of the average for the districts ranged 
from 99 in the Channel Islands and ror in England, N.E. to 128 in the 
Midland Counties and 129 in England, N.W.
